spirit and character of Robert E. Lee and Abraham 
Lincoln. Both had patience, a high sense of duty, and both were 
gentle and kind, yet firm and steadfast when duty called. One 
Was patrician and to the manor born.

It has been bitterly remarked that 


on a secret ballot, a good many Republicans in Congress (like a 
good many Southern Democrats) would cheerfully vote to shoot the 


poor. 


But no Party is to be judged by its lunatic fringe. 


The real 


problem—vital in view of the prospects for 1948—is to know where 


the true Republican average lies. 


The peculiar nature of the Re- 
publican strategy makes the prob- 
lem difficult. Knowing that the 
Republican record in Congress 
would play a large part in the 
coming election, the Party’s Con- 
gressional leaders tacitly agreed 
on a decidedly astute plan. This 
session was to be devoted to legis- 
lation desired by business, such as 
the Taft-Hartley labor law and the 
tax relief bills. The next session 
was to be (and presumably still 
is to be) given to measures with 
a broader-based appeal, such as 
the Taft housing, education and 
welfare bills. 


THE REPUBLICANS and South- 
ern- Democrats have whooped 
through the measures. business 
wanted with loud cries of joy. 
Now the problem is whether Sen. 
Robert A. Taft and the other Re- 
publican leaders can shove, drag 
or otherwise persuade the rank 
and file to approve the extremely 
mild program of social legislation. 
Certain powerful business. ele 
ments emphatically do not want 
this social legislation. And judg- 
ing by the record of these ele- 
ments’ influence in the session just 
concluded, the outlook for the 
next session is none too good. 

In a previous report in this 
space, the power lobby’s enter- 
ing wedge to bring back the bad 
old days has already been de- 
scribed. On other fronts, the 
swarming lobbyists of special 
business interests have been 
earning their fat salaries with 
even more conspicuous success. 


In the field of housing, for ex- 
ample, such prospering spokesmen 
of free enterprise as Morton Bod- 
fish, of the United States Savings 
and Home League, have been ex- 
ceedingly active. 


THE TAFT housing bill has 
been partly emasculated in the 
Senate Committee, and completely 
blocked in the House. Meanwhile 
the effort of former Housing Ada- 
ministrator Wilson Wyatt has been 
completely wrecked; the Adminis- 
tration’s feeble post-Wyatt strug- 
gles to do something about hous- 
ing have been rendered even 
feebler: and the so-called volun- 
tary rent hike has been shoved 
through ‘the Congress. 

The rent hike did not suit the 
housing lobby. They wanted all 
ceilings off. And such warm 
sympathizers as Sen. John W. 
Bricker. of Ohio (who once re- 
marked the “Marxists must have 
gotten to Bob Taft.” because of 
the Taft housing bill), did their 
best to help the lobby. At a Re- 
publican conference, Bricker 

openly urged slipping a com- 
plete decontrol bill through this 
Congress, on the ground that the 
next session would be. too fear- 
ful of the embattled tenants to 
pass such legislation. 

He concluded his plea with the 
revealing remark that if the con- 
ference did not go along with him 
‘it wouldn’t be the kind of Re 
publican Party he was used to.”

Americans, Britons Differ on Government's Role 


By GEORGE GALLUP

Two conflicting philosophies are 
involved. One holds that the im- 
portant job of Government is to 
guarantee jobs and provide se 
curity. That is the general phi- 
losophy of a majority of British 
voters today under the Labor re- 
gime. 

The other philosophy holds that 
Government should assist private 
enterprise by simply making sure 
that there are opportunities for 
people to get ahead on their own. 
The weight of public opinion in 
on the side of that phi- 
losophy, although a sizable segment 
want to have the Government 
guarantee minimum standards. 


TO DETERMINE the course 
which voters in both countries like 
best the British and American In- 
stitutes of Public Opinion polled 
representative cross sections in 
their respective countries. Re. 
spondents were asked: 

“Which one of these state- 
ments do you most agree 
with?” They were handed a 
card which read: 

A. The most important job 
for the Government is to make 
it certain that there are good 
opportunities for each person 
to get ahead on his own. 


B. The most important job 
for the Government is to guar- 
antee every person a decent 
and steady job.

In both countries preference for 

a Straight private enterprise sys- 
tem was found to be highest 
among the professional, business 
and white-collar groupings. Ap- 
proximately 60 percent of these 
groups oppose government-con- 
trolled minimum standards com- 
pared to less than 40 percent 
among wage earners. 


AS A GENERAL rule, a smaller 
percentage of every group in Eng- 
land’s population would limit the 
role of Government than is the 
case in this country. 

As might be expected, 72 per- 
cent of Labor Party voters in 
Great Britain express. confi- 
dence in the opposite policy— 
guaranteeing of jobs — against
